It is generally agreed by the busi¬ 
ness. and farming interests of the 
country that uniform provincial legis¬ 
lation is necessary to effectively as¬ 
sist the various colonization agencies 
in settling the idle lands close to rail¬ 
ways and now held out of produqtioh. 

A firm listing of unoccupied lands 
at fixed prices for a reasonable period 
was the main proposal contained in a 
memorial, to the Western Governments 
by General A. D. McRae, Managing 
Director of the Western Canada Col¬ 
onization Association, a few days ago. 
His suggestion for enabling legisla¬ 
tion-has met with universal support in 
,-ach of [the three prairie provinces. 
The view* is strongly held that the cit¬ 
ation of a Land Board under the Min¬ 
uter of Agriculture in each Province, 
which would take listings of the unoe- 


in Western Canada. The enabling 
legislation thus proposed in General 
McRae’s memorial has consequently 
met Aith almost universal support in 
each of the prairie provinces. 

It is proposed that the conference 
' will not only consider the needs of the 
incoming settler but as well the con¬ 
ditions surrounding agriculturists now 
on the land. The opinion has been ex¬ 
pressed by General McR/te that one 
old Settler is worth several new ones, 
and the problem of those now in the 
country should be- fully considered ai 
the forthcoming premiers’ conference. 
Speaking in the Manitoba Legislature 
a few days ago Attorney General T. H. 
lohm-on said that the Manitoba Gov-'

he indirect liability, mostly in con¬ 
nection with the guarantees of rail¬ 
roads, amounts to $43,600,000. Of this 
the Province hopes to be relieved of 
the (J.N.R. and G.T.P. which amounts 
to $26,400,000. During 1921, the Pro¬ 
vincial Treasurer will probably bor¬ 
row over $7,000,000 so that our direct 
debt- at the end of the current year 
will be approximately $50,000,000. 

Beside* this the Province has invest¬ 
ed in the University on capital invest¬ 
ment $3,660,000, and has advanced for 
maintenance, since the commencement 
of the University $1,746,000, and the 
cost of the grounds was $302,000, or in 
all the Province has advanced $5,697,- 
000. Right here it is interesting to 
recall that all this money was expendr 
ed by the Governors of the University, 
without detailed accounting to the leg¬ 
islature. Mr. Hoadley introduced a 
Bill to provide that all monies advanc¬ 
ed to the University must be with the 
consent of the Legislature. The Prem¬ 
ier accepted the principle and promis¬ 
ed legislation by the Government. 

In respect to telephone*, out of a 
total investment of $16,800,000, there 
is invested $4,794,000 in the rural 
plant. During 1921 the estimates pro¬ 
vide for $4,260,000 further expenditure 
in telephones. It will be interesting 
to note here, that Premier Stewart 
called the attention of the House to 
the fact that in Manitoba the rural 
rates'for telephones were $40 and $43, 
and that the rural rates in Alberta 
must be increased. However, he said 
that they would not be increased in 
1921. He also stated that the pres¬ 
ent rates on the rural plant were not 
absorbing the cost. 

It is an unwritten law of the Legis¬ 
lature that monies should not be ex¬ 
pended that are not provided for in the 
estimates, except for very emergent 
needs, and then money may be expend¬ 
ed under warrants by Order-in-Coun- 
cil. During 1920, the Government ex¬ 
pended $1,522,436 in excess of the 
amount provided in their estimates.

RED CROSS IN PEACE AND WAR 

“The Red Cross emerged from the 
Great War with a record unsurpassed 
for service and efficiency. Organized 
to save life amidst the wreck of war, 
is has become a sign that wai' shall 
one day cease and that the love of mail 
will finally conquer the hate of man. 
It is one of the grandest agencies in 
the. world for promoting goodwill 
among the nations. It has become 
part of the League of Nations, and 
constitutes an International force that 
will help to ennoble civilization. We 
have long witnessed nations organized 
for war; we are now to witness the 
grandest spectacle of organization for 
the promotion of Peace and» Health, 
for the mitigation of suffering and 
calamity.”

THE FOREST FIRE SEASON IS 
HERE 

. i 

Five settlers' who were recently 
placed on trial for causing disastrous 
forest fires through carelessness in 
“burning off” their land gave as their 
excuse, “We did not know that little 
fires could escape from our control so 
quickly.” Tliis is the story of almost 
every forest fire in Canada. From 
five to eight thousand occur year by 
year and in most cases through 
thoughtlessness and indifference. 
When one considers that the foiests of 
just one province, Quebec, are valued 
at 600 million dollars just as they 
stand in the “wilderness,” and that 
timber is the one member of the fanv 
ily of our resources most easily and 
quickly destroyed, the seriousness of 
all forest fires is at once recognized. 

In a recent statement, the Canadian 
Forestry Association urges precau 
tions by campers and smokers as fol 
lows: 

When in the woods, do not throw 
away a Ugh ted match or tobacco. 

Make your camp fires small because 
they cook better and are easily put 
out. Never build your camp fire near 
leaves or moss or in a dry bog or 
against an old log. Select a stony or 
gravelly soil if possible. 

When leaving camp, put your fire 
completely out, and that means “dead, 
out:” you can do it with a few pans 
of water or a shovel <#f earth.

Stock Growers' Association Interviews

2. That the question of renewing 
leases should not be combined with 
any other issues. 

3. That as the growers of commer¬ 
cial beef cattle are the people most in¬ 
terested in the issue, the Stock Grow¬ 
ers’ Protective association, which is 
composed almost entirely of that class, 
be consulted regarding the personnel 
of the commission.

Assistance by Farmers During Slack 
Period^ Would Reduce Costs. 

Generally N speaking, it may be said 
that Canadian industrial centres are 
exceptionally well provided with cheap 
electrical power, mostly hydro-electric. 
As Canada’s wealth and prosperity are 
due, in a large measure, to her agri¬ 
cultural development, it is highly de¬ 
sirable that electric service should be 
extended also to the farms to enable 
them to enjoy the full benefits of this 
service, , 

The Electric World recently remark¬ 
ed editorially that rural electric ser¬ 
vice helps to solve national problems. 
Anything which encourages decentral¬ 
ization of. the population, by making 
rural districts better places in which 
to live, ought to be supported by every 
available means. If electric light and 
power were generally available in the 
agricultural regions, there would be 
more encouragement for local indus¬ 
tries and better opportunities for 
building up country districts. 

Other provinces, Including our 
prairie provinces, should work along 
the same lines as the Hydro-Electric 
Power Commission of Ontario- New 
legislation was obtained in this prov¬ 
ince last ye at to facilitate rural elec¬ 
tric distribution. Men are engaged
